L WV Sees Danger 
In Proposed Laws 


The League of Women Voters of 
Andover wish to bring to the at- 
tention of the voters the dangers of 
two bills submitted to the state 
legislature by the legislative com- 
mittee to curb communism One 
bill would, among other provisions, 
make it a crime knowingly to rent 
a meeting place to a subversive 
organization, to belong to or attend 
a public or private meeting of a 
subversive organization, or to dis- 
play any emblem indicating support 
of a hostile power. All applicants 
for state employment, except 
laborers, would be investigated 
for grounds to consider them sub- 
versive, 

The other bill provides that 
lawyers must be investigated, with 
reference to FB] files and military 
intelligence agencies, and if doubt 
of their loyalty exists, must be 


denied admittance to or removed 
from the bar, 
The League feels that these 


bills, in assuming the potential 
disloyalty of every citizen, are 
themselves subversive of the 


democratic spirit, Loyalty must be 
freely given, not imposed by oath 


and investigation, The [League 
hopes that voters will write to 
Senator John Coddaire and Re- 


presentatives J. Everett Collins, 
Frank Giles, and William Long- 
worth opposing these bills. 


Health Problem 


“Alcoholism is as much a pub- 
lic health problem as heart, cancer, 
polio or any other disease,’’ Supt. 
James Moore of the Essex County 
prison farm told members of the 
Andover Service club at their meet- 
ing last Thursday.

| Ask For 


Change In 
Rent Law 


Residents of the veterans’ hous- 
ing project have presented a bill 
to the state legislature which 
would exclude certain compensa- 
tion from the net income of the 
principal wage earner for the pur- 
pose of arriving at the amount of 
rent to be paid in such projects. 

Meeting in the [Legion rooms 
Apr. 11, with several state legis- 
lators and their counsel, Atty. 
Richard K. Gordon they discussed 
the proposed changes and certain 
amendments which were _ incor- 
porated into a bill and filed for 
submission to the legislative rules 
committee, 

The chief provision of the 
amendment is that; ‘‘Net annual 
income or net income as used in 
this section for the purpose of 
determining tenant eligibility, 
eligibility for continued occupancy 
of fixing the amount of rent to be 
charged shall mean the take home 
pay of the major wage earner of 
the family after deducting the 
amounts withheld for the payment 
of taxes and deducted for social 
security and group insurance and 
pension contributions. Such net 
income shall exclude (1) all pay- 
ments received as compensation 
for part time employment and (2) 
all compensation received for dis- 
ability occurring in connection 
with military service.”’ 

The housing project is for the 
families of veterans in the low in- 
come brackets. [Instructions for 
establishing rentals were issued 
by the state on the following

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Alcoholics Need Help 


Alcoholics need special attention if they are ever going to be 
restored to their normal places in society. They need medical 
and psychiatric treatment at the county level, and they need a 
helping hand to get a job. 


These observations made by James Moore, superintendent of 
the Essex County prison farm before a recent meeting of the 
Andover Service club came as the result of his contacts with 
the large number of alcoholics who pass through the institution 
at Middleton, and direct attention to one of society’s most dif- 
ficult problems. 


As Mr. Moore pointed out, these persons are not criminals just 
because they are alcoholics. Lately there has been some indica- 
tion that society is recognizing the fact that alcoholism is a 
disease and should be treated as such. In the state department 
of public health a new division on alcoholism has been put into 
operation, and at the Boston city hospital an alcoholic clinic is 
to be established by Alcoholics Anonymous, the organization 
doing such splendid work in reclaiming so many unfortunates. 


So-called houses of correction are no place for persons need- 
ing the special care in the treatment of alcoholism. No penal 
institutions in the commonwealth are set up to treat them. Com- 
petent medical attention will do much to get them on the right 
path, and an effective follow-up service will help keep them 
there. Both will eventually lessen the burden of taxpayers in 
supporting institutions now crowded with the victims of alcohol- 
ism.

MacArthur Dismissal 


Will Encourage 


The dismissal of MacArthur — at 
home and abroad — will encourage 
the Communists to add new fag- 
gots to the fires of abuse, which 
they have kept ablaze since Korea 
— and earlier. 

The question of whether or not 
the rebukes given by Washington 
and the United Nations were justi- 
fied is a matter of opinion. 

There is no doubt, however, that 
the General’s views infuriated the 
Russians and started a new train 
of recriminations against the man, 
who now outranks even Tito as 
the most hated world figure in 
Stalin’s long list of foes. 

The tempo of Soviet-prompted re- 
vilement of MacArthur—‘‘Butcher’’ 
MacArthur in Kremlin phraseology— 
and of the United States continues 
to rise all over the globe, despite 
sporadic gestures of reconciliation 
made by Gromyko at the gathering 
of foreign ministers’ deputies in 
Paris.

The Soviet pattern of defamation 
of Americans is simple: le The 
never-ending, overall smear that 
Uncle Sam is the warmonger. 2. 
The selection of a specific local 
cause for griping.

Before being re- 
turned to their owners, however, 
the dogs are put through a long 
course of ‘‘untraining’’ so that 
when sent back to their original 
homes they are the playful pets 
they were before being taken 
away. 

But with the men, he pointed 
out, the armed forces train them in 
the use of firearms, judo and 
similar fighting tricks, but re- 
lease them without a period of 
‘tuntraining’’ which should be 
done under the care of doctors and 
psychiatrists, In this way many 
are released before they are ready 
to take their places in society,

Change In Rent Law

basis: Small families (less than 
three minor dependents) 18% of 
gross income; large families (three 
or more dependents) 14% of gross 
income. These amounts are for 
shelter only. To them must be 
added, the instructions stated, 
certain amounts for heat, light and 
electricity. These range from 
$13.50 a month for a two bedroom 
apartment to $15.80 a month for a 

four bedroom apartment, 

As noted in the annual report of 
the Andover Housing authority: 
‘‘For first admission, the families 
may not have an income in excess 
of $3250 if there are two or fewer 
minor dependents and $3500 if 
there are three or more minor de- 
pendents. The families now living 
in the development have a margin 
for increase of income before any 
action is taken by the authority 
as to eviction or rent based entire- 
ly without subsidy. Rents will go 
up as income goes up.”’ 

The latter provision, many vet- 
erans claim, is un-American, 

All veterans’ housing projects 
in the state which are constructed 
under the provisions of Chap. 200 
have the same rental problem and 
the local veterans are hoping their 
proposal will have the backing of 
veteran tenants elsewhere.
